THE ANDRE MONUMENT. 


Latest Attempt to Destroy the Gran. 
ite Shaft at Tappan. 


The Picturesque Little Village Excit- 
ed Over Last Tuesday’s Affair—Frag- 
ments of the Monument Carried 
Away as Relics—Mr. Cyrus W. Field 
and a Detective Visit the Scene. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTou. 

New York, November 5.—Aithough the authori- 
ties made many inquiries yesterday, they did not 
learn who destroyed the monument at Tappan to 
the memory of Andre, the spy of the Revolution, 
Tappan, in Rockland county, is a picturesque little 
village lying about two miles west of the Hudson, 
at the foot of red @nd golden-leaved hills, Every 
step is on historic ground, The long road under 
the willows from the railway station to the Post 
Office is lined with old houses, every one rich in 
memories. The crumbiing stone house in 
which Andre lived his last days; the 
red brick church on the site where 


he was convicted; the manor, haif hidden in the 
trees, where Washington made bis headquarters, 
are still standing. lu thespriog of 1881 chat well 
known er Cyrus W. Field, purouased 
a piot of land about a quarter of a wile beyond the 
village woere it is saiu Major Andre «as hanged in 
sight of the army. The lot comprised about four- 
teen acres, and was situated at tue top of the hill 
named after the unfortunate hero. Fieid's

The Case of Mrs. Caroline Brooks of 
Southington, Conn.—Selectmen Who 
Secured the Old Woman's Property 
and Turned Her Over tothe Care of 
a Brutal Niece—Imprisoned for 
Three Years in a Room.

New Haven. Comm, Novemberf5.—A very extraor- 
dinary case was brought to light yesterday by 
Dr. O. B. Adams ef this city, the New Haven agent 
of the State Humane Society. He found Mrs. 
Caroline Brooks, an aged widow of the pensionary 
of the war of 1812, and in her day one of a most 
benevolent ladies of Cheshire, in a most pitiabie 
condition, suffering from cold, hunger and fright, 
in a room in the house of her niece, Mrs. George 
Peck, where she has been confined a close prisoner 
for three years. Dr. Adams was informed of the 
case by a letter from a Cheshire woman and yes- 
terday he searched out the aged victim. Mrs. Peck 
is the wife of George Peck, jr. a young Yankee 
farmer. She is a graduate of the State Norma! 
School. Mrs. Brooks has no relative but then 
her. Three years ago the old lady, becoming in- 
firm, dee ied her little farm in Southington and house 
to that town on condition that she should be taken 
care of, away from the Pecks,whom she instinctive 
ly seemed todread. Mrs. Brooks also received a 
pension of $96 a year, so that she was 
by no means a pauper. Having secured 
her property for their town, the thrifty selectmen 
of Southington, Wm. Tolis and Michaei Eagan, 
types of officials that may be found all througa 
ew England's moral districts, bargained wich 
Peck and his wife, of the neighboring towa of 
Cheshire, tp take the old lady to board for the sum 
of $175 per year. Against ner wilsne was com- 
pelled to seek shelter in the very family she had 
u@ped to get clear of. This was three years azo. 
She was locked into a back room, fed once a day, 
aud there sue remained eversince The Pecks 
evidentiy did their utmost to clear money on taeir 
unwilling boarder, and the town authorities of 
Soutbington paid no further attention tober. Her 
removal trom her native town, and her isolation, 
caused her od friends to suppose ber dead. 
Sue was forgotten, aud, according to her own story, 
bas been starved, whipped and otherwise abused

He found tue back door open, 
aud after a suort search ca ne to a heavy oax dour 
wich was fastened with a padlock Tas too, wus 
forced, and then tae staiwart State o ffleiai con- 
fronted a wrinkled, dirty, biue-eyed old lady. who 
treinbiingly implored him to go away. ‘The atmos- 
phere of the room was reeking with flu. Mrs. 
Brooas Was Clad in a uirty, ragged skirt, stockiags 
and au oid saawl, all of which were filthy. “li was 
a sceue”’ said tne Doctor afterwards tat I never 
saw matched before and I hope I never sbaly

Witu @ hoe the accumuiations o: fil 
were removed from the room, windows pened 
and a roaring fire was built, Arrangements were 
speedily com pieted for her immediate removal to 
the town ot Soutbinugion, woich wii now be com- 
pelied to support her in a decent manner, There 
is much indignation over the conduct of the South- 
ington seiectmen and the and threats of 
tar aud f-atners for them are freeiy made, aud 
are extremeiy likely to «carrie. out.

transported on such a railroad with absolute safe- 
ty, and with the same dispatch as through the 
canal; fourth, the cost of maintenance will be less 
for a railroad than for the canai; fifth, the ship 
railroad will, therefore, offer a safer and better in- 
vestment for capital. 

Col. Fiad gave it as his opinion, and he was 
backed in it by the best engineers of the age, that 
tue conveyance of ships ion a cradle over a railroad 
would put them to a0 more strain they would ex- 
perience in a storm at sea. He illustrated in detail 
how safe tue wholerplan was, conciuding by saying 
that there was not a device proposed by Captain 
Eads ip this connection which was not fully adapt- 
ei to perform the duty for which it was designed. 

GEN. W. T. SHERMAN, 
the next speakér, said: 

“The importance of this enterprise, the im- 
portance of a canal of some kind to enable sbips to 
cross the Isthmus of Panama, has been discussed 
by the best men of the worid for 200 years. Now, 
if Capt. Eads can bring a ship up by means of ver- 
tical rams, and I don't doubt it, bow be gan get the 
rams out of the way I don't undersigafd. But as 
thut bas been approved by the most skilful ship. 
bui.ders lam wilimg to surrender my opinion. 1 
wish Capt. Eads success. He has achieved two of 
the greatest works on this continent, and if he 
achieves success in makinga railway which caa 
pick up a ship in the Guif of Mexico and transport 
it to the Pacific and send her on her waf it wiil cer- 
tainly be the crowniug glory of his life—an honor 
to our country ana ali mankind.’ [Loud ap- 
plause. ] 

After a speech by Nathan Cole, the chair ap- 
pomted Messrs. Rickardsen, Hitchcock and Bent 
as a committee to prepare suitabie resolutions. 
The committee withdrew and pending their re- 
turn Messrs. Elliott, Chapman, Bonner and McLean 
spoke briefly. Ihen the committees reported the 
following: 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Wurnzas, The productive industries of the 
world are confined almost entirely to the North 
Temperate Zone; and 

Wwoereas, The nearer the axial line of ocean 
transportation can be brought to the axial line of 
production the more economical will be the inter- 
cuauge of speedy and tne more commodities: and 

Whereas, The Suez Canal accomplishes these 
results for the Eastern Hemisphere, but the Ameri- 
can Istumus blocks the way to the extension of 
that ocean higaway from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and leaves the markets of India, China and 
Japan usvexed by the competing products of 
American industries; and 

Whereas, For these and other reasons it has be- 
come of vital importance to the commerce of the 
world, and especially of that of the United States, 
that a transitway for ships should be constructed 
across the American isthmus; and 

Whereas. The evidences before us are convincing 
that a slip railway can be more quickly and more 
ecopomically built than a ship canal; and 

Whereas, Such ship transitway be located at 
Tehuantepec would be upwards of 2,000 miies in 
distance and thirty days in time nearer for our 
products to reach the markets af the North Pacific 
than if sent by the way of Panama, and 10,00v 
miles in distance and six months in time nearer 
than the preseut route around Cape Horn; it is 
therefore 

Resoived, That we cordially indorse the ship rail- 
road project as proposed by Mr. Eads and the 
Tebuantepec route as the route which should be 
selected for the isthmian transitway. 

Resolved, That the commercial interests of the 
Mississippi Valley and the whole couutry demand 
that the isthmian barrier shall be removed; that 
our Pacific possessions shall be brought within easy 
reach of the Atmntic seaboard,aod that the markets 
of the Pacific and of the Orient shall be opened to 
the products of our soil and industry; 

Resolved, That in order to accomplish these 
great objects lt is necessary that the proposed work 
shall receive the support and assistauce of the 
United States Government; aud we most earnest 
commend the ship raiiway project to the favorab 
consideration of tue present Administration and of 
Congress, believing, it wise and proper aid wül be 
givea to it, its successful completion will bea 
certainty, and that every commercial interest 
— our country will derive untoid benefits there- 

rom;
